Helena, Montana, January 5, 1931. 


Pursuant to law, at the hour of 12:00 noon, the House of Representa- 


tives of the Twenty- second Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 


was called to order by the Honorable W. E. Harmon, Secretary of State 
of the State of Montana.

“We, the undersigned, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that we will sup- 
port, protect and defend the Constitution of the United States and the 
Constitution of the State of Montana, and that we will discharge the duties 
of our office (members of the House of Representatives, 22d Session) with 
fidelity; and that we have not paid or contributed, or promised to pay or 
contribute, either directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing 
to procure our nominations or elections (or appointment) except necessary 
and proper expense expressly authorized by law; that we have not know- 
ingly violated any election law of this state, or procured it to be done by 
others in our behalf; that we will not knowingly receive, directly or in- 
directly, any money or other valuable thing for the performance or non- 
performance of any act or duty pertaining to our office other than the 
compensation allowed by law. So help me God.”

The committee appointed to notify His Excellency the Governor of 
organization, reported that His Excellency the Governor requested that a 
joint session be held tomorrow, Tuesday, January sixth, at 12:00 noon, 
at which time he would be ready to appear and deliver his message. 

The committee appointed to notify the Honorable Senate that the 
House was organized reported that it had performed its duty. 

Moved by Leavitt, duly seconded, that the House recess for ten min- 
utes. Motion’ carried. 
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House resumed. 
Mr. Speaker in the chair. 


Moved by Leavitt, duly seconded, that in memory of the late C. M. 
Simpson of Custer, the House adjourn until Tuesday, January sixth, 1931, 


at 10:30 a. m. Motion carried.

House met pursuant to adjournment at 10:30 a. m.

The Speaker instructed the Sergeant-at-Arms to notify the Senate that 
the House was awaiting its presence and to invite the members of the 
Senate to be seated with the members of the House. The members of the 
Senate then appeared and occupied seats accordingly. The Speaker an- 
nounced that the Lieutenant Governor, F. A. Hazelbaker, Presiding Officer 
of the Senate, would preside over the Joint Session. 


The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate and the Chief 
Clerk called the roll of the House. A quorum of both Houses being pres- 
ent, the Joint Session convened. 


Moved by Kane that a committee of five be appointed to notify His 
Excellency the Governor that the members of the Senate and the House 
were in Joint Session and ready to hear his message. Motion seconded and 
earried. Thereupon Lieutenant Governor Hazelbaker appointed Senator 
Kane, Senator Donovan, Representative Leavitt, Representative Hamilton 
(Phillips), and Representative Arnold of Stillwater.

Engrossed House Concurrent Resolution No. 2. By: Logan. 

A Resolution memorializing Congress to enact a tariff on oil and its 
refined products, and to provide further relief for the oil industry. 

WHEREAS, business of practically every kind, not only in the State 
of Oklahoma, but throughout the entire country, has been directly affected 
by the depressed condition of the oil industry, and especially during recent 
months, and 

WHEREAS, the unrestrained and excessive importation of foreign oils 
is the principal cause of the industry’s present plight, especially in the 
State of Oklahoma, and 

WHEREAS, it is estimated that in Oklahoma in 1930, the total income 
from the production of crude oil was at least fifty million dollars lower 
than it would have been under a proper oil tariff, and 

WHEREAS, the annual royalty income, the bulk of which is paid to 
the farmer, is reduced in Oklahoma by several million dollars, and 

WHEREAS, Oklahoma’s gross production tax from 1930 operations 
will be lowered at least two million dollars, and 

WHEREAS, banking, transportation, manufacturing, and practically 
every other type of business has been adversely affected by the present 
depressed condition of the oil industry, 

WHEREAS, the general unemployment situation has been very mate- 
rially aggravated by the thousands of oil field and oil office workers, 
turned out of employment because of this glutting of our markets by 
cheaply produced foreign oils, imported duty free, 

NOW, THEREFORE, Be It Resolved, by the House of Representatives 
of the State of Oklahoma, the Senate concurring therein, 

That the Congress of the United States be, and it is hereby, memorial- 
ized to afford relief to the distressed oil industry, and through that great 
industry, to the nation, generally, by immediately placing an embargo on 
imported petroleum and its refined products, and follow this action by an 
adequate protective tariff on said commodities, and by applying such fur- 
ther legislative relief as is necessary and proper.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 

States of America in Congress Assembled: 

WHEREAS, the dairy industry of the State of Montana is of great 
eccnomic importance; and 
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WHEREAS, due to the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine and 
other butter substitutes, the dairymen of Montana are facing a serious 
loss; and 

WHEREAS, the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine and othet 
butter substitutes are causing the price of .butter-fat to decline to such 
a low price that the dairy industry of the State of Montana is facing 
a crisis; and 

WHEREAS, the survival! of the dairy industry in the State of Montana 
means much to the future development of this State; and 


WHEREAS, there has been introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America, a bill known as H. R. 159384 of the 
third session of the 71st Congress entitled: A Bill to amend an Act en- 
titled: “An Act defining butter, also imposing a tax upon and regulating 
the manufacture, sale, importation, and exportation of oleomargarine,” 
approved August 2nd, 1886, as amended;

8rd. Each year there are quite a number of farmers who find that 
after carrying hail insurance a few weeks it is of doubtful value to them 
and they desire a cancellation of their policies which will provide them with 
a reduced cost for their hail insurance. The law now provides certain dates 


| and conditions under which reductions may be secured. The conditions are, 


however, of no use in localities where crops mature late. We recommend 
a change correcting this difficulty.

RESOLUTION 
TO THE MEMBERS OF THE TWENTY-SECOND LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


WHEREAS, it has come to our attention that there is legislation 
pending which proposes to abolish Plan No. 2 of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Law; and, 

WHEREAS, the members of this Society are in direct contact with 
injured workmen, and with the operation of Plan No. 2 and Plan No. 38 of 
said Workmen’s Compensation Law, and it has been the observation of the 
members of this Society, that the private insurance carriers under Plan 
No. 2 pay the compensation to employees, and the medical bills in con- 
nection with compensation cases, more expeditiously and with less red 
tape than is required by the Industrial Accident Board under Plan No. 3; 
and, 

W:HEREAS, it is the belief of the members of this society that it 
would be inimical to the interests of employees, employers and the medical 
profession, to allow the State Industrial Accident Board, dominated by a 
chairman who, for all practical purposes, constitutes the Board, to be al- 
lowed a monopoly in the business of workmen’s compensation insurance in 
this state. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That it is the consensus of 
Opinion of the members of this society, that such an act abolishing Plan 
No. 2 of said Workmen’s Compensation Law would result in the State 
Fund, or Industrial Accident Board, being given a monopoly in a business 
which is better served with the keen competition that now exists between 
the State Fund and the various insurance companies; that such a monopo-

Report of Special Committee Appointed to Inspect Fire Hazards and Heat- 
ing Plant of the Capito] Building 


The Capitol basement, or sub-basement, as it is called, evidently was | 
not expected to be used for a storage of miscellaneous equipment and sup- | 
plies, and for the Highway Commission occupancy, as the ventilation prob- | 
lem was not considered in the construction. About one-half has an earth | 
floor and the portion that is now being used by the various state depart- | 
ments has been provided with a concrete floor; but considerable combus- | 
tible material has been used to subdivide this portion of the basement to | 
separate the storage requirements of the various departments, the only | 
incombustible material being the columns and ceiling of the original struc- | 


ture, and even that is subject to a heavy damage from a small fire on ac- 
count of the unprotected steel. 


Housekeeping 
A hazardous condition exists in the sub-basement of the State Capitol 


and especial supervision and effort are necessary to keep this sub-base- | 
ment clean from a fire prevention standpoint. The various state depart- | 
ments storing their records and supplies in the Capitol sub-basement | 
should, as soon as reasonably possible, sort their-obsolete records and sup- | 
plies and the unnecessary combustible materials should be removed at once. | 
All storage rooms should be frequently inspected and metal cans or re- 
ceptacles should be provided at advantageous locations throughout the | 
basement for the removal of papers and other packing materials. A gen- | 
eral cleanup of the entire sub-basement is necessary in order to secure a | 
considerable degree of fire safety, with particular attention that the stor- 
age of lubricating oils, furniture polish and other inflammable liquids | 


Should conform with fire prevention requirements. 


\ Structural Improvements 


‘To prevent the rapid spread of fire through the basement of the State 
Capitol, partitions of either brick or reinforced concrete or hollow tile 


should be constructed for the subdivision of fire sections of the building, 


and completely replacing all combustible partitions and shelving now in | 
place, with all door openings in the interior partitions, including opening | 
in corridor under west wing, provided with fire doors suitable for Class | 
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| C situations, complying with the Underwriters’ Laboratories Standards. 


The complete compliance of this recommendation would prevent a sweep- 
ing fire taking place in the basement, furnishing a substantial barrier to 
the passage of a fire. 
Egress for State Employees 
In order to secure reasonable means of egress from the west wing of 


| the sub-basement of the Capitol, occupied partly by the Highway Com- 
| mission, an exterior stairway should be provided, which can be utilized by

firemen, and will also aid in solving the ventilation problem. 


Electrical Hazards 
The electrical installation should conform in every detail with the re- 


| quirements of the National Electrical Code, and the present installation, 


| especially in the west section of the sub-basement of the Capitol, should 
| be thoroughly gone over by a competent electrician and put in proper or- 
| der, and the use of drop lights being hung over nails should be prohibited. 


First Aid Protection 
As practically all fires are small at the beginning, we urgently recom- 


/ mend the installation of a liberal number of hand fire extinguishers 
throughout the sub-basement, to take care of incipient fires. 


Fire Extinguishing 
The installation of an automatic sprinkler system, operating without 
human agency and quick to respond to the challenge of fire, would be a 
worthwhile step in the protection of the occupied sections of the sub- 
basement in the capitol, against loss by fire. 


Heating Plant Hazards 


That the two older boilers be repaired to this extent: that they be hung 
from steel eyebeams, therefore taking the weight of the boilers from the 
brick walls which are the present support of the boilers, and reducing the 
present safe working pressure of the boilers twenty pounds. By doing this 
it will lengthen the life and use of the boilers about fifteen years. We 
also recommend that a vacuum pump be installed on the return line to keep 
the condensed water out of the steam and return pipes. We further recom- 
mend that all steam and return pipes be covered with either asbestos or 
zonolite, thus increasing the heating efficiency and reducing the consump- 
tion of coal, and that all supports used in holding up water pipes, sewer 
Pipes, steam and return pipes, shall be of brick or metal piping. 


Inspection 


Frequent inspections are necessary in order that the existing fire 
hazards in the State Capitol may be kept at a minimum, and in addition 
to the present weekly inspections under the direction of Mr. George P. 
Porter, State Commissioner of Insurance we would recommend more de- 
tailed inspection, preferably annually, by fire prevention engineers. Mem- 
bers of the public fire department should also make frequent visits to 
th State Capitol in order that by thorough knowledge of conditions they 
may be able to effectively handle any situation that may arise. We fur- 
ther recommend that an electric fire alarm system, from the basement to 
custodian’s office, be installed so that in case of fire, help could be rushed 
at once and probably save the building. 


Steel Work 

We also recommend that all steel work and metal lath, in Cupola and 
Dome of capitol, should be painted with red lead once every three years 
to prevent further corrosion, as some of it at the present time is very 
badly corroded and does not look as though it had ever been painted. 
We also recommend that this paint be applied with a blow gun instead of a 
brush.

WHEREAS, the shortage of water of the Musselshell River is a vi 
necessity to the stabilization of agriculture and the livestock industry, © 
the Musselshell River Basin, and is highly important from a flood cont 
and water utilization standpoint, both statewide and national; and of grei 
importance to the health and general welfare of the citizens of a larg) 
area of Montana. 


NOW, THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Senate of the State «

the United States be, and is hereby respectfully urged in accordance wit 
the following report of the fact-finding committee of the Musselshell Basi)

Statement of Facts Concerning the Musselshell Valley Water Situation : 
By the Musselshell Basin Flood Control Association 


1. The Musselshell Basin consists of approximately 7,000 square mile’ 
having a population of about 50,000, most of which land is dry land an 
adaptable to production of feed, grazing and livestock raising industry. ~ 


2. Of these 7,000 square miles, between fifty and sixty thousan 
acres are under ditch at the present time. 


_ 38. The water supply is very inadequate for the amount of land unde 
ditch due to the irregular flow of the river. 


_ , 4. The supply varies from 50% of enough water for all land unde 
irrigation to no water at all, depending upon the season and location. 


5. The stream flow records covering a period of twenty-five yeal 
show conclusively that there is sufficient water and sufficient storag, 
facilities to adequately supply the entire acreage now under ditch wit 
an adequate water supply. 


6. ‘Stream flow records also prove that increased acreage in the fort. 
of hay land could be placed under irrigation with the present irrigatio | 
equipment. | 

7. The serious lack of irrigation water is due to the fact that th 
Musselshell river and its tributaries run off early in the year and th 
remainder of the year most of the area of the basin remains dry or nearl_ 
dry during irrigation season.

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8. The limited water supply limits the feed supply, limits the amount 
f area that can profitably be used for grazing, and limits materially the 
zricultural income of the Musselshell Basin. This applies to individual

| 9. Practically all the land under ditch, which does not have a de- 
endable or adequate water supply, is hay land and stock feed land.

10. This condition of limited water supply is becoming more acute 
ind serious each year in the lower portion of the valley. This is due in 
Bee to a more extensive utilization of water in the upper portion of the 
ey. 

11. The irregular water situation caused from lack of storage and 
ae utilization of more water in the upper portion of the valley, has caused 
large abandonment of irrigation and a consequent neglect of ditches in 
ne lower end of the basin.

12. The irregular and uncertain water supply has caused a very un- 
able situation so far as land values and crop production are concerned. 





| 13. It is estimated that the average annual loss to the stock industry 
the Musselshell Basin, due to this situation, is approximately one mil- 
jon dollars annually. 


14. In many years the water supply in a large portion of the basin 
5 not even adequate for the watering of stock. This was notably true in 
he years 1919, 1926, 1929 and 19380. 
15 The flood loss to property, including land, irrigation, ditches, 
lams, roads, railroads, mines, stock, buildings and other property has been 
mown to reach as high as a million and a half or two million dollars in a 
jingle year. 
' 16. The water supply of some of the cities and towns along the 
Musselshell has been seriously impaired due to the lack of water supply 
if the Musselshell River. 

17. The sewage disposal problem has been serious due to the lack of 
vater in the river, causing danger of epidemics to both human and animal 
ife.

18. The furnishing of an ample water supply would not increase the 
heat or cereal acreage for the cash market, but would have a tendency 
0 decrease it in that dependable feed crops could be raised from year to 
ear for the benefit of stock and dairy interests in that region, thus mak- 
mg a more proper utilization of the land in the Musselshell Valley and 
djacent territories. . 

19. Under existing water right laws, there are no means of readily 
determining the existing water rights on the Musselshell and its tribut- 
aries except by full adjudication of those rights in court. Such adjudica- 
en entails very great expense which might not be justified under the 
conditions now existing and the fluctuating water supply which is now

90. Records of original filing of water rights have little value in 
Yetermining the actual status of bona fide rights.

| Your Committee recommends and believes that substantial savings 
‘ould be made to the State if the Eastern Montana Normal School at Billings 
could be located in a more accessibly central point in the city, and we 
turther believe that a careful survey should be made before making a defin- 
ite decision to build a school on a present site. 


| Your Committee further recommends that if the buildings herein 
recommended to be constructed at the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge be 
constructed at a less cost than herein provided, that authority should be 
granted to expend the remaining surplus in the enlargement of Cell House 
No. 1, or in other additions which the Board of Examiners at that time 
deem necessary. 


Your Committee further recommends that if economies should be ef- 
fected or costs otherwise reduced in the construction of buildings recom- 
mended for the State Tuberculosis Hospital at Galen to the extent that a 
Hospital of greater capacity might be built at the same cost as herein 
specified, that authority be granted for the construction of such larger 
hospital. 

j Your Committee further recommends that if upon completion of the 
items specified for the State Hospital for the insane at Warm Springs, a 
surplus should remain that authority be granted for the construction of 
‘other needed improvements to the extent that such surplus might be suffi- 
‘client for same. 

Included in the requests for appropriations for the State Hospital for 
‘the Insane which were presented to your committee by the sub-committee 
who visited that institution was an item of Twenty-six Thousand Six Hun- 
‘dred Ninety-four Dollars and Twenty-three cents on account of a deficiency 
‘mcurred in the construction of the Criminal Insane Building and heating 
plant built in 1929 and 1930. 

Your committee is advised that there is no authority for the allocation

ie this item, and therefore recommends that an appropriation be made 
'therefor from the general fund. 

| Your committee further recommends that the State Board of Examiners 
‘should be empowered to secure the services of a competent architect to 
lassist the Board in a professional capacity and to supervise the construc- 
tion of all buildings which the Legislative Assembly might authorize to the 
‘end that such construction might be accomplished with the utmost economy. 


| Your committee further recommends that in view of the fact that the 
‘buildings herein recommended for the Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, the 
'Tuberculosis Hospital at Galen and the Hospital for the Insane at Warm 
\Springs will provide for only a small increase of inhabitants, that there 
‘should in addition to the allocation of funds herein recommended for such 
linstitutions, and at such time in the future as the Legislative Assembly 
‘may deem a necessity therefor to exist, bonds in the aggregate amount not 
‘exceedings Three Hundred Thousand Dollars, which might be still author-

WHEREAS, a report has been submitted by such sub-committee to 
the Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Relations; and 


WHEREAS, as a result of the investigations and findings of such

| States resolutions numbered 442 and 443 by Senator Pittman, urging that 
i the President, if he deem it compatible with the best interests of the 
| government, enter into discussion and negotiations with the government 
of India, Great Britain, France, Belgium and other governments, looking 
to the suspension of the policy and practice of governments melting up 
| or debasing silver coins and sales by governments of silver, and that he 
take such other and further action in the premises as he may deem 
| necessary to eliminate the abnormal fluctuations and depressions in the 
' price of silver, and that the President, if he deem it compatible with the 
best interests of the government, call or obtain an international confer- 
ence or international conferences, to the end that agreements or under- 
standings may be obtained with respect to the uses and status of silver 
as money, and further that the President of the United States, if he deem 
| it compatible with the best interests of the government, enter into discus- 
| sions or negotiations with the National Government of China and such

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WHEREAS, The reasons for the issuance of such order have no appli- ' 
cation to the development of natural gas resources, since natural gas, by | 
its nature, can be supplied only to communities which can be reached by 
pipe-line from the gas producing area, and not already supplied, and 


WHEREAS, There are extensive areas within the State of Montana 
that have a prospective value for the production of natural gas, the suc- 
cessful development of which would give needed employment to a large 
number of people within the State of Montana, and would substantially in- | 
crease the value of the taxable property within the State, and the de-) 
velopment of same is being retarded by the order of the President above 
mentioned. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State |

To the Chairman of the Allocation Committee of the House and Senate, 
| GREETINGS: 


We, the sub-committee selected to investigate conditions at the Mon- 
| tana State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, the State Tuberculosis Hospital at 
Galen and the State Hospital for the Insane at Warm Springs, beg leave 
It submit this supplemental report: 


Your Committee, in its fcrmer investigation of these institutions, 
| and in particular its investig gation of the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, 
| was mindful of the suggestions of Governor Erickson in his message to the 
| House and Senate that some provision be made for the gacte shi it of first 
(offenders in the State Penal Institutions. 


| Your Committee, in its investigations at Deer Lodge, fanaa the peni- 
|tentiary dangerously overcrowded and after a conference with the Warden 
| decided that the removal of two hundred and fifty (250) first offenders 
“would alleviate this condition. The committee then decided to recommend 
|to the General Allocation Committee an appropriation for the purchase of 
(a farm and the erection of buildings to segregate first offenders from the 
more hardened criminals, thus affording relief for the congestion and 
| overcrowding now existing in the State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge and it 
was with the understanding that the Referendum Measure would allow 
of such construction and permit an establishment of such an institution 
| for first offenders that the recommendations covering the building and 
| Tepair of structures at Deer Lodge were made and recommended in our 
| previous report. 
| The general allocation committee subsequently decided that the pro- 
| visions of the Initiative Measure No. 33 would not permit the purchase of 
| such a farm nor the erection of any buildings for the penitentiary, other 
| a at Deer Lodge. This leaves the penitentiary as covered by our pre-

vious report with no provision for the alleviation of its present overcrowded

We the members of the Twenty-second Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana do hereby respectfully represent that: 


WHEREAS, The President of the United States has recommended 


that the unappropriated and unreserved public lands in the eleven public — 


land states be granted to these states for the support of the public 
schools; 
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WHEREAS, There are nearly seven million acres of such lands with- 
in the boundaries of the State of Montana, and in addition thereto tens 
| of millions of acres reserved or withdrawn for various purposes, and con- 
| siderable areas of such reservations and withdrawals are likely to be elim- 
| inated therefrom and become a portion of the unappropriated and unre- 
| served public domain; 


| WHEREAS, These public lands within the State of Montana are inter- 
| mingled with lands already owned by the State of Montana and with pri- 
| vate holdings; 


WHEREAS, Long experience in this and other countries has abundant- 
| ly demonstrated that agricultural and grazing lands will yield their best 
, returns and contribute in the fullest measure to the welfare of the individu- 
| al and the State when placed under individual control and ownership; 


H WHEREAS, The State of Montana has successfully administered lands 
| heretofore granted to it by the United States for the support of schools 
| and other public purposes; has built up an organization to manage this 
| business; has succeeded in placing considerable portions of these granted 
| lands in private ownership; and large permanent funds have been built up 
' from the proceeds of the sale from such lands. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Legislative Assembly 
| of the State of Montana, the Senate and House concurring, that we urge 
| upon the Congress of the United States the early enactment of legislation 


| granting these public lands within the boundaries of our state to the State 





» of Montana, the lands so granted to be subject to lease and sale upon 
_ terms that will result in bringing them under private management and 
| ownership without any unnecessary delay. We believe that this will re- 
/ sult in the preservation and substantial increase of forage, the development 
| of an adequate water supply and all around real and constructive conser- 
| vation, and that without any cost to the taxpayers of the State or Nation. 
| We ask that the granting Act shall confer upon the State Board of Land 
| Commissioners full power to exchange such lands for other lands of equal 
| value wherever such exchange will result in the consolidation of the hold- 
) ings of the State into suitable grazing units. This power to exchange and 
| consolidate is of the utmost importance; it is the key to the solution of the 
| problem. 


WHEREAS, We hold that as a matter of reasonableness and justice, 
! the minerals in such public lands should naturally go with the surface of the 
| land to the people of the state within the boundaries of which Nature has 
placed them; and it is absolutely necessary to obtain the mineral rights in 
order to be able to effect the exchange and consolidation of these lands into 
; suitable grazing units, we ask that all the minerals in these public lands, 
| together with all other minerals heretofore reserved by the United States 
| within the boundaries of the State of Montana, except such as may be essen- 
tial for the national defense, be granted to the State of Montana; but that 
) the grant of such mineral rights be made subject to reservations which will 
fully protect the rights of prospectors and miners, both as to entries here- 
| tofore made and entries which may be initiated after the grant to the State 
| has become effective. 


' WHEREAS, We recognize that the United States Reclamation Service 
/ is one of the great creative agencies of the government and has made vast 
| contributions to the real development of the West; we are willing and 
' anxious to aid and encourage this great agency in every reasonable way, 
and as the Reclamation Fund at the present time receives its main increase 
/ in working capital from mineral royalties, we suggest that the minerals 
| be granted to the State upon the condition that approximately the same 
| percentage of rayolties shall be paid into the Reclamation Fund that is now 
| being paid into that Fund from such royalties, so long as this fund is being 
'used for the reclamation of arid lands in the West. We urge that the 
Reclamation Act should be so amended that loans from the Fund may be 
made to organized irrigation districts for the reclamation of privately owned 

lands without a special Act of Congress in each individual case. If no money 
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can be made available from the Reclamation Fund for this purpose, then a | 


special fund should be created. 


WHEREAS, The United States Forest Service has proposed the addi- | 
tion of vast areas of grazing lands to the existing National Forests within © 
the State of Montana, including some of our most valuable grazing lands, | 
and we believe that such addition would be uneconomical and unwise, detri- | 
mental to the development of this State, opposed to sound national policy, | 
and contrary to the specific recommendations of the President with regard to © 


the remaining public lands; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That we _ emphatically 
oppose this proposed addition of grazing lands to the existing National 


Forests within our State. We recommend that the existing boundary 


lines of National Forests be re-adjusted by impartial persons. We | 
recognize that the United States Forest Service has been of vast useful- | 
ness in preserving and developing the forests of our State; but we | 
firmly hold that its activities should not be extended to include the | 


administration of purely grazing lands. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we ask that the present ratio | 
of participation by the Federal Government in the construction of Federal | 
Aid Highways be continued for a period of not less than ten (10) years | 


from the time that the grant is accepted by the State. 


WHEREAS, We regard the public school as one of the basic institu- | 
tions of this country, essential to the well-being and perpetuation of the | 
Republic, and its operation and maintenance require great sums of money, | 
we ask that the larger portion of the lands granted to the State of | 
Montana be dedicated to the perpetual support and maintenance of this | 
institution, as has been the case in grants heretofore made to this State, | 
and in accordance with the recommendation of the President of the United | 


States.

which provides that such funds should be used for the purpose of building 
and other improvements at certain state institutions and for the use and 
sale of such bonds and at such times as by the State Board of Examiners 
are deemed to be necessary for the execution of the building program 
herein outlined. The funds derived from the sale of such institution bonds 
are to be expended only for the purpose herein set forth and for such item 
only and so much as is necessary, not exceeding the amount allocated”, 
respectfully report as follows: That House Bill No. 434 do pass.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was received and adopted on motion by Budas: 


Report of the Joint Sub-Committee of the House and Senate relating 
to the operations of the grain elevators and grain laboratories in the office 
of the Commissioner of Agriculture. 


We, the Joint Sub-Committee on Agriculture of the House and the 
Senate beg leave to submit herewith our findings and recommendations 
relating to grain elevators and grain laboratories. 


From hearings held in which the Commissioner of Agriculture ap- 
peared before the joint Committee and from the facts presented in said 
hearing, we found as follows: To-wit: 


First: That Walsh Brothers Elevator Company at Bozman, Montana, 
has been operating for almost four months without a license or bond from 
the Department of Agriculture as required by law; and that they had been 
receiving grain from the farmers for storage all during the year 1930; 
and that they had no bond until October 1930, and, by reason of not having 
sufficient bond the ticket holders of storage grain had suffered con- 
siderable losses; and that the grain belonging to the storage ticket holders 
was shipped out of their elevator and sold to Brown Brothers Grain Com- 
pany of Minneapolis; and the proceeds from such sale was applied by the 
Brown Brothers Grain Company on the indebtedness of Walsh Brothers. 

It appears that Walsh Brothers have not sufficient resources or bonds 
sufficient to settle in full with the storage ticket holders; but we are unable 
to ascertain the actual losses that may be sustained by the farmers that 
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had their grain in storage until the suit pending against the said Walsh 
Brothers is finally settled. 


Second: We also find that a number of other elevators during 1930 
converted storage grain for their own use and benefit and that many of 
them did not have licenses or bonds to comply with the Grain Storage Act, 
which requires that bonds and licenses shall have been given and approved 
by the Commissioner of Agriculture, on or before the first day of July 
each year. 

Third: We also find that one John W. Criswell of Rockcreek, Park 
County, Montana, had four thousand (4,000) bushels of wheat in storage 
with the elevator company at Clydé Park, Montana; and that the said 
John W. Criswill, on January 1, 1930 called for delivery of said wheat and 
paid the storage and handling charges up to January 1, 1930; and that the 
elevator company delivered to the said John W. Criswell all of the wheat 
except two hundred and forty-five (245) bushels, which they did not have 
in the Clyde Park elevator and insisted that the said John W. Criswell 
take delivery of the two hundred forty-five (245) bushels of wheat from 
the elevator at Bozeman, Montana; and that the said John W. Criswell 
wrote to the Commissioner of Agriculture, on or about January 8, 1930 
advising that the elevator company at Clyde Park had refused to deliver 
two hundred and forty-five (245) bushels of wheat at Clyde Park, and 
that the Commissioner of Agriculture had failed to write to and notify 
the said John W. Criswell that the elevator company at Clyde Park, under 
the Grain Storage Act, would have to deliver the two hundred forty-five 
(245) bushels of wheat due him at Clyde Park, freight prepaid. 


Fourth: We further find that many of the grain laboratories in the 
State are not needed and are not in operation and the State is still paying 
rent for many of them that are closed; and there appears to be no 
immediate need for the re-opening of any of them except perhaps, one at 
the Agricultural College at Bozeman, Montana, one at Harlowton, Mon- 
tana, and one at Great Falls, Montana. 


IN CONCLUSION: 


First: We respectfully recommend that the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture shall hereafter require all elevators and warehousemen to comply 
with the law requiring them to furnish bonds and have their licenses as 
required by law; that all elevators operating under the licenses furnished 
by the Commissioner of Agriculture be required to have their bonds ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Agriculture on or before the first day of 
July each year. 

Second: We recommend that the Commissioner of Agriculture be 
prompt in replying to all complaints such as the one John W. Criswell’s 
case, giving them immediate attention and interpreting the Grain Storage 
Act pertaining to cases of that kind. 

Third: We recommend the dismantling or selling of all the grain 
laboratories except the one at the Agricultural College, Bozeman, Montana, 
the one at Great Falls, Montana, and the one at Harlowton, Montana; and 
that the proceeds from such sale shall be deposited with the State Treas- 
urer to the credit of General Funds. 

We further recommend the adoption of this report and recommend 
that same shall be shown on the House Journal.

A Resolution requesting the enactment by Congress of legislation 
necessary to bring about the completion of a through sea-way via the 
St. Lawrence River, and requesting the President of the United States 
to proceed to a treaty with Canada relative thereto. 


To the Honorable Senate and the House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, and the Honorable President of the United 
States of America: 


WHEREAS, economic authorities in the United States and Canada, 
acting officially both as Joint Commissions and severally, have repeatedly 
and unanimously declared that enlarging the connecting channels of the 
Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence River to admit uninterrupted movement 
of ocean born commerce from and into the Great Lakes, is economically 
sound and necessary to raise the competitive position, establish economic 
equality, permit future development and effect the return of prosperity to 
the vast continental areas of both countries, and 


WHEREAS, over the past five years diplomatic correspondence has 
brought the two nations into agreement on the assignment of tasks and 
division of costs, said correspondence having allocated to the United States 
the construction and cost of all improvements in international waters; 
which included the deepening to twenty-seven feet of the connecting 
channels of the upper Great Lakes, a new lock at the Soo corresponding 
in dimensions to the locks in the New Welland Ship Canal and the im- 
provement of the international stretch of the St. Lawrence River from

WHEREAS, the State of New York, with the clear intent of delaying

| WHEREAS, no development of this International Rapids Section of 
|the river can be undertaken by either country or any agency in either 
‘country without an agreement or treaty appropriate thereto, having first 
| been entered into between Canada and the United States, and 


WHEREAS, the landlocked interior of the United States is deeply 
| concerned and in emergent need of the relief which would accrue to that 
| area by the opening of such sea way and the citizens of New York State 
-also are directly interested in the improvement and early utilization of 
| the large reservoir of cheap power which would be made available by such 
joint development, and 


WHEREAS, the need exists for a formula or plan that will effect the 
development of this section of the river for navigation and power at the 
‘earliest possible date, by employing the most practical, the most expedi- 
tious and best agency or agencies for that purpose.

cepted as security for the repayment of public moneys; prescribing the 
condition under which the sale of such debentures may be made and the . 


use of the funds to be derived from the sale of such debentures; pre- 
scribing the amounts and years respectively in which said debentures shall 
be due and payable; providing for the repayment of both principal and 
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interest of such debentures and for the pledging and setting aside of a 
sufficient amount of said excise on license tax on gasoline, or motor fuels 
to pay the same from the State Highway Treasury Debenture Redemp- 
tion Fund herein created providing for the cost of such general election 
and for the cost of advertising the sale of said debentures; providing for 
the creation of a liability binding the State of Montana not to reduce the 
license tax on gasoline or motor fuels until after accrual of sufficient 
moneys to pay the said debentures and interest; defining the duties of 
election officials hereunder and providing penalties for violations of the 
election provisions of this Act.”

One Million Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,500,000) in any one of said 
years, and providing for the sale thereof for the use of the State Highway

of this article, to pay such appropriations or expenditures within such 
fiscal year. This provision shall not apply to appropriations or expendi- 
tures to suppress insurrection, defend the state, or assist in defending the 
United States in time of war. No appropriation of public moneys shall 
be made for a longer term than two years. 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Clerk of this House be 
directed to, at once, supply to the Attorney General, a complete itemized 
list and the aggregate amount of all appropriations made by the present 
Assembly, the recommendations made by the State Board of Examiners 
and the Budget Committee, and that said Attorney General be directed 
to advise, by way of legal opinion, whether or not the present Assembly 
has kept itself within its constitutional authority in the matter of appro- 
priations, and to state the aggregate amount of the excess, if any.

Explanation: 1. The first amendment is to Section 4. This is a 
short section and while the amendment rewrites practically all of it, but 
one important change is made. As originally drawn, and as it passed 
the House the bill provided the bonds should be redeemable at any time 
after five years from date of issue. Under such provision if a city or town 
had on hand, at the end of the first year, an amount sufficient to redeem 
one bond it could not do so but would have to wait until the end of five 
years, paying interest for that length of time while holding the money 
for the redemption of the bond in the treasury. The Senate amendment 
provides that the bonds can be redeemed at any time before maturity. 
Under this amendment if a city or town has on hand, at the end of the 
first year, an amount sufficient to redeem one bond it can do so and 
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stop interest thereon, and will not have to wait until the end of the five 
year period. This amendment unquestionably will benefit cities and towns 
issuing bonds. 


2. The amendment made to Section 13-is simply to make it conform 
to Section 4 as amended. 

3. The amendment made to Section 6 by striking out the word “and” 
and inserting the word “or” in lieu thereof, is simply to correct a typo- 
graphical error in the bill. 

4. The amendment made to Section 15 by striking out the word 


“county” and inserting the words “city or town” is also to correct a typo- 
graphical error in the bill. 


5. Section 25 as originally drawn, and as it passed the House, pro- ~ 


vided that all installments of interest or principal of bonds held by the 
state and not paid promptly at the office of the State Treasurer when due 
should bear interest at 6% per annum from date due until paid. This 
provision applied only to bonds held by the state, and there was no simi- 
lar provision to bonds which might be held by other investors. By the 
amendments made to Section 25 such section is made applicable to all 
bonds whether held by the state or by other investors.

THIRD READING OF SENATE BILLS 


Senate Bill No. 5, introduced by Kemmis, A Bill for an Act entitled: 
“An Act to submit to the qualified electors of the State of Montana an 
amendment to Section 2 of article IX of the Constitution of the State of 
Montana relating to the qualifications required of persons to entitle them 
to vote at General Elections, for all officers elective by the people and 
jee questions that may be submitted to the vote of the people or 
electors.” 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of Article IX of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided and that the question 
of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the next general election. 


Section 2. That Section 2 of Article IX of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. Every person of the age of twenty-one years or over, 
possessing the following qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at all 
general elections and for all officers that now are, or hereafter may be, 
elective by the people, and, except as hereinafter provided, upon all ques- 
tions which may be submitted to the vote of the people or electors: 


First, he shall be a citizen of the United States; 


Second, he shall have resided in this State one year immediately preced- 
ing the election at which he offers to vote, and in the town, county or 
precinct such time as may be prescribed by law. 


If the question submitted concerns the creation of any levy, debt, or 
liability the person, in additign to possessing the qualifications above 
mentioned, must also be a taxpayer whose name appears upon the last 
perceding ‘completed assessment roll, in order to entitle him to vote upon 
such question. Provided, first, that no person convicted of felony shall 
have the right to vote unless he has been pardoned or restored to citizen- 
ship by the Governor; provided, second, that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to deprive any person of the right to vote who has such 
right at the time of the adoption of this constitution; provided, that 
after the expiration of five years from the time of the adoption of this 
constitution, no person except citizens of the United States shall have 
the right to vote.” 


Section 8. That separate official ballots shall be provided at the 
general election to be held in November, 1932, which shall have printed 
thereon the words: 


For the amendment to the Constitution relating to the qualifications 
required of persons to entitle them to vote, and the words: 
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Against the amendment to the Constitution relating to the qualifica- 
tions required of persons to entitle them to vote. 


And the elector shall indicate his preference by marking an “X” be- » 
for the proposition for which he desires to vote, and the result of the vote 
on said question shall be determined and declared as provided by law. 


Section 4. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall be in full force and effect after its pas- 
sage and approval.”

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Mr. Speaker: We, your Joint Conference Committee, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 254, beg leave to report as follows: Amend 
the title by striking out all the title after the words, “Legislative Assembly 
ot 1929’’, and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “and Sections 2945, 2958, 
2971 and 2980 relating to Workmen’s Compensation; defining certain 
words; medical and hospital services to be furnished by the Industrial 
Accident Board; the time during which said services are to be rendered 
and the amount thereof; fees for filing contracts with Board; apportion- 
ment of costs and disbursements; and record of proceedings to be kept and 
testimony to be taken down in case of hearings and defining powers with 
relation to attorney’s fees”’. 


The Senate recedes from its amendment to line 8 on page 2 of the 
original bill. The amendment striking out all of Section 2 of the said bill 
and renumbering the sections to conform thereto, is adopted. 


The Senate recedes from its amendments to Section 38, and in lieu 
thereof the Joint Conference Committee amends Section 3 to read as 
follows: 

Section 2. That Section 2917 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1921, as amended by Chapter 121 of the Session Laws of the Nineteenth 
Legislative Assembly of 1925, and further amended by Chapter 177 of the 
Session Laws of the Twenty-first Legislative Assembly of 1929, be, and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2917. Medical and Hospital Services and such Other Treat- 
ments as Approved by the Board, to be Furnished. During the first six 
months after the happening of the injury, the employer or insurer or the 
Board, as the case may be, shall furnish reasonable services by a physician 
or surgeon, reasonable hospital services and medicines when needed, and 
such other treatment approved by the Board, not exceeding in amount the 
sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), unless the employee shall refuse 
to allow them to be furnished, and unless such employee is under hospital 
contract as provided in Section 2907 of this Act. 


“And it is further provided that when such employee is under a hos- 
pital contract as above and when hospital or medical facilities or both 
are inadequate to the needs of an injured employee in a particular case 
such injured employee may. any time, be placed where adequate hospital 
facilities are obtainable, and the cost thereof in whole or in part shall be 
a legal charge against the one so contracting to furnish hospital facilities, 
and the amount of such charge and the necessity therefor shall be de- 
termired by the Board.” 

Amend the original bill by adding the following Sections: 


“Section 5. That Section 2971 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1921, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

_ Section 2971. Proof of solvency of employer electing Plan No. 1 to be 
filed. Every such employer now or hereafter engaged in the State of 
Montana, in the industries, trades, works, occupations, or employments 
herein mentioned, and who shall have elected to be bound by such com- 
pensation Plan No. 1, shall file such proof of his solvency within the time 
and such form as may be prescribed by the rules or orders of the Board. 
The Industrial Accident Board shall require a fee of Five Dollars ($5.00) 
to be paid into the Industrial Administration Fund for the filing of every 
such proof of solvency.” 


Amend printed bill by the addition of Section 6 as follows: 


“Section 6. That Section 2980 of the Revised Codes of Montana, be, 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 2980. POLICIES TO CONTAIN WHAT; All policies insur- 
ing the payment of compensation under this Act, must contain a clause to 
the effect that as between the employee and the insurer the notice to, or 
knowledge of the occurrence of the injury on the part of the insured, 
shall be deemed notice or knowledge, as the case may be, on the part of 
the insurer; that jurisdiction of the insured for the purpose of this Act 
shall be jurisdiction of the insurer; and that the insurer shall, in all things, 
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be bound by and subject to the awards, orders, judgments, or decrees ren- 
dered against such insured. When any such policy, or a renewal thereof, 
is filed with the Industrial Accident Board, the same shall be accompanied 
by a fee of Three Dollars ($3.00), which fee is to be credited to the In- 
dustrial Administrative Fund. 


Section 7. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.
